” } «That before that time the Town never ſent Burgeſſes to Par- 
lament, the firſt Return that is extant being of the 3o E. 1. which 
was made Per Majorem & Burgenſes. 

That from that time to 1604. (which is near 400 Years) the 

# Returns have always been Per Majorem e& Burgenſes, or Per Ma- 
=. jorem <7 (omburgen/es, or Communitatem Purgenſum , or Per Majo- 
Fo rem, Ballivos & Burgenſes 3 which, as is conceived, is no material 

Variation. | 

That the Returns have always been made under the Common 
Seal of the Corporation. 

That many of them expreſly mention the Elections to have 
bzen made in the Guildhall of the ſaid Borough, which is the Place 
of meeting for the Corporation only. 

That the EleRion of the Mayor, Aldermen, High Steward, 
Under Steward, Juſtices of Peace, and all other Officers, is by the 
Corporation only. 

That there is no mention of Inhabitants in any of the Returns, 
nor none of their Seals ever affixed to any of their Indentures. 

That in the Year 1661, it was Adjudged in Parliament, that 
the Right of EleCtion was in the Corporation only. 

Thar at that Trial it was proved by l(everal Witneſſes, that for 
70 Years and upwards, the Corporation only had Elected Bur- 
oeſles for Parliament. 

That the Limitation of the number of the Corporation not to 
exceed 3o, was not fart Conſtituted by the Charter of King James 
the Firſt, but was beyond time of Memory. 

By all which ir appears, that the Right of Election is in the 
Corporation only, and Mr. Powle being Cholen and Returned by 
the Corporation, he conceiveshe is rightly and duly Elected a 
Member of this preſent Parliament. 
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
